Text of Proposal. 

The American presidents

An interest rate of 4. per cent on 
loans for all public projects was 


'fixed today by the cabinet board in

an outright grant of 30 per cent of 
the cost of the materials and labor. 

The board decided that the 30 per 
cent grants of federal funds would 
be limited to money for such neces- 
sities to communities as water sys- 
tems or sewerage.

SAN JUAN, P. R., July 1—()— 
Robert H. Gore, inaugurated today 
as eleventh American’ governor of 
Puerto Rico, promised to “make 
every effort and every sacrifice neec-

CHICAGO, July 1.—(/)—A nation- | 


al basic code for the nation’s lumber 
industry calling for upward 
of wage scales was adopted today by 
the directorate of the National Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association. 

The code said it was the purpose 
,of the industry to restore, 
as practicable,’ 
in the industry in 1926, but adjusted 
in proportion to changes in the cost 
of living. 

The year 1926 was a_ prosperous 
period for the lumber industry and 
wages for common dabor reached a 
peak, varying according to regions. 

The basic code was general in na- 
ture—a form in which shall be, writ- 
ten in by. regional groups such mat- 
fers as minimum wages, working 
hours and prices for products. 

To apply the code to regions, nine 
divisions were created and directed 
to adopt price and

A majority of cotton farmers of 
Fulton county are expected to turn 
in pledges to reduce their cotton acre- 
age at least 25 per cent by the middle 
of this week, County Agent SS. D. 
Truitt said Saturday in announcing 
results of last week’s work in the 
field. During the period from ‘Tues- 
day through Friday, the agent aud his 
aides attended 15 meetings and ex- 
plained the procedure and workings 
of the new 
price of cotton. 

At the’ end of the first 
tivity, in line with the government's 
effort to cut 10,000,000 acres from 
Dixie’s cotton ac reage, and 4,000,000 
bales from production, Fulton farmers 
had subscribed almost half the quota 
for the county. A total of 200 farm- 
ers during the week pledged to cut 
3.785 acres from their farms, which, 
under the agreement, would bring the 
farmers $2,225 without option and 
more than $12,000 with options. 

The reduction quota for the county 
is 8,000 acres.

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QUEBEC CELEBRATES 
CANADIAN “JULY 4 


QUEBEC, July 1.—(Special.)— 
Quebec, its commemoration last week 
of St. Jean Baptiste Day history for 
another year, turned today to celebra- 
tion of another holday, Confedera- 
tion Day, the Canadian “Fourth of 
July.” Enlivened by colorful civic 
and military exercises, French Canada 
marked the 66th anniversary of the 
confederation of Upper and Lower 
Canada and the formation of the 
original dominion, themes close to the 
hearts of Quebec folk whose ances- 
tors from France had pioneered the 
colonization of the country. 

Meantime, throughout the big prov- 
ince the resort season rapidly was 
assuming 1t8 gay midsummer «stride 
as Anyerican motorists and vacation- 
sts poured into the (Juebee play 
lands and watering places.

Others showing large 
gains are the eastern Catholics with 
a gain of 222,237; the Methodists, 
with a gain of 94,607; and all the 
Lutherans, with a gain of 58,523. All 
the principal denominations show in- 
creases. The nine bodies of Presby- 
terians increased 20,826. Contribu-

This battle was waged over a 
in representation of 
Suppose the sages of 
the convention of 1877 could come 
to life and find that in the house 
many members from the smaller coun- 
ties have the same voting power as 
other members who represent from 
two to forty times as many people 
as the small-county men, what would 
they say? 

An iucident of the undue power of 
the smaller counties has been that 
new counties have been created from 
time to time for which there was 
no public need. The principal ef- 
fects of such legislative action are to 
increase the number of offices in the 
state and to fortify the small coun- 
ties in their control of the legisla- 
ture. This is evident from the fact 
that the new counties are among the 
smallest in the state. Of the 16 new 
counties created since 1900, 13 have 
a population less than 10,000. 

This new county game has been 
going on for a long time. In 1859 
Governor Joseph E. Brown sent his 
official message to the legislature, in 
which “he took ground against the 
expensive multiplicatio. of new coun- 
ties which had become a nuisante,.” 
(Avery's History of Georgia, p. 101). 
Yet the number has constantly in- 
creased. In 1868 there were 152; in 
1877 to 1895 there were 137; in 
1910 there were 146; in 1920 there 
were 160; in 1924 Peach county was 
created, making the total 161. By 
the merger of Campbell and Milton 
with Fulton, the present number be- 
came 159. 

Fifty-six years have passed since 
the convention of 1877 put in the 
constitution this scheme which is un- 
fair, unjust and undemocratic. ‘That

“Counter Attack,” a study of the 
causes of and the probable cures for 
the depression has just beeh com- 
pleted by United States Senator Mil- 
lard E. Tydings, of Maryland, and 
published by Bobbs-Merrill & Co, 

Senator Tydings, one of the na- 
tion’s leading legislative minds, finds 
that the depression is caused by the 
exceedingly high tariff wall, embar- 
goes, depreciated currency, the much- 
talked-of but little-paid war debts 
and the just-as-much-talked-of and lit- 
tle-reduced armaments. : : 

The senator presents a distinct pic- 
ture showing why he reasons that 
each of these horsemen of hard times 
are the cause of the world’s current 
economic ills. Ably he writes on the 
causes of each, their growth as world 
problems and the underlying reasons 
for their spread in importance. 

Just as aptly does he map a world 
counter attack, holding that the de- 
pression has not been defeated be- 
cause no mass attack, no will to war, 
no will to win has been directed in 
unison. 

There has been plan after plan sub- 
mitted to combat the depression but 
the senator’s four-fold outline of ac- 
tion shows that his hand is on the 
pulse of the world situation, and if 
carried out is certain to win progress 
for an ailing people. 

Just as he depicts why each of the 
four. major causes of the depression 
is in its own way, and a great big 
way at that, a major cause of the 
debacle just so does he boldly and 
with a certain assured. measure of 
success outli@e his plan for counter 
attacking each in turn and in the 
final analysis bringing a victory to 
the world, —L. A. FARRELL. 


FANNIE KEMBLE. 

Fanny Kemble. By Leota S. Driver. 
The frontispiece is a painting of Fan- 
ny Kemble by Peter Frederick Rother- 
mel. The biography or story it might 
be ealled, begins with her childhood 
days and closes with her ‘Last Days 
in America,” 

The name of Fanny Kemble is fa- 
miliar to readers—her life work has 
been the subject of many papers dur- 


ica, and it was 1829 that she made 
her initial bow as the debutante of 
Covent Garden, and after that de- 
lightful event she has been remem- 
bered and admired on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

Her life can really be called a nine- 
teenth century story for that is the 
period in which she lived, but another 
century has come and still the name 
of Fanny Kemble is familiar to its 
people. In the prologue is told of her 
being called “the last of the Kembles”’ 
—this may be true, and as is often 
repeated the last must have been the 
best. She was an unusual woman, a 
woman with many talents, she was 
poet, novelist, musician, reader and 
actress, not only possessing a strong 
‘intellect, but an attractive personality. 

Many countries had the pleasure of 
knowing this great and talented Eng- 
lish woman for it seemed that change 
of scene, of people, was one of the 
things for which she was noted—she 
was restless and was always dream- 
ing of a contentment that never comes. 
However, during her life. she reallv 
spent many years in the United 
States, and made many friends among 
the people whom she met—in fact 
the most prominent and cultured peo- 
ple of two worlds were her friends. 
She did not love the stage and yet it 
made her famous. She was about 20 
when she left London and came to 
America which she learned to love and 
call home—she claimed that the hap- 
piest years of her life were spent here.

Strict usage limits the things a girl may accept from a man with perfect 
ropriety to flowers, books and candy, although now the category has been en- 
arged to include gifts of small value, such as gold bangles, money clips and 
cigarette or vanity cases. It’s wearing apparel and priceless jewelry that’s out. 
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matter of proportion. When a man is so wealthy that he never thinks in 
terms of tens and hundreds, only a very small-minded or provincial person would 
refuse a thousand-dollar Christmas present from‘him and accept a ten-dollar one 
from a poor boy who was earning twenty-f:ve a week. But it’s the man’s attitude 
in the matter that really should dictate yours. You can do no more than accept 
a present in the same spirit in which it is offered. 

If a man is generous by nature and makes you gifts because he enjoys doing 
it and with the idea of giving you pleasure, by all means accept with good grace. 
But if you have the slightest feeling that you are being given something with a 
certain reluctance and with the hope that your gratitude will take a definite 
form, refuse any present, no matter how trifling or inexpensive. And never lose 
sight of the fact that small oddments that would once have been considered good 
enough only for favors at a party have, with the hard times, taken on an amazing 
value. After all, no matter how appealing, an enameled Mickey Mouse to hang 
on your bracelet is scarcely worth an unpleasant misunderstanding.

I immedi- 
ately fell into a state that might 
be described as complete, blind 
and unreasoning panic, which 
seems to be the normal condition 
for strangers, or ones unfamiliar. 


I galloped first to the door of 
the apartment, intending to skip 
into the hall, down the stairs and 


out into God’s friendly sunshine. 

I then located the actual door 
to the hall, a trifle late but still 
enthusiastic about doors and halls, 
and bounded down stairs without 
further ado, to discover the entire 
population of the building stand- 
ing on the front lawn, very green 
of countenance, sea-sick, shaky 
and speechless.

ARIS has become “The City of Tragic Despair” for 

countless young American men and women who 

journeyed gaily to it im full confidence it would recog- 
nize their talents, yield enviable incomes and fame. 

But, hopeful rather than practical, they did not count 
upon the depreciated value of their slender American 
dollar as wetghed against the franc. 

What happend was complete disillusionment when 
they came to realize that their means—either saved for 
“the great adventure’’ or supplied by doting and san- 
guine parents of meager means—were utterly inade- 
quate to meet the demands of a new and financially 
heartless day 
' The Paris of another time was able, in some devious 
way, to care for those who sought its aid to distinction 
in the arts. But now, though one may receive as much 
as twenty-two francs for each American dollar, the cost 
of the simples: living has risen to heights which make 
the dollar a very different asset from what it used to be. 

Tragedy has come swiftly upon the head-over-heels 

tumble of the dollar for the young Americans who had 
once been so high-hearted. Tourists, with well-filled 
pocketbooks, to whom Paris is a stopping place in a 
happy itinerary, see nothing of this tragedy. They know 
nothing of the dingy garrets or basements to which 
their adventurous countrymen and women have been 
reduced, the pitiful amount of food on which they must 
live, their utter desperation. 
..But poison, the Seine, the crashing leap from a cal- 
culated height, such as the Eiffel Tower—all these have 
been used to end that terrific, losing struggle with 
fortune. And now, realizing their plight, scores of 
American students in Paris are hastening homeward, 
defeated, fearful of themselves should they remain.

PARIS. 


HERE are today in the dingy attics and air- 
less basements of Paris hundreds of young 
American students—boys and girls, really, 

by the measure of experience—who are literally 
starving. Art has ever been a hard mistress, but 
poverty is harder, and it is the latter which has 
driven these youthful adventurers to desperation. 

The genesis of it all was the waning value of 
the American dollar and the little that the francs 
it represents will purchase of even creature com- 
forts in the French capital. 

These young Americans had set out from 
home with such high hopefulness, too, believing 
that their carefully saved funds would enable 
them to live as they had in their native towns. 
They thought that with $30 or $35 a month, spar- 
ingly used, they might “get along” until their 
talents at painting, singing, sculpture or in other 
endeavors were tangibly recognized. 


Bur. first of all, $30 translated into French 

money was about 600 francs, and 600 francs 
were just a pittance when it came to living on 
them for a month. The inexplicable impression 
that Paris is cheap is absurd. Food is expensive, 
more so than in any city in America. Rent is high, 
that is, in livable quarters. And Americans are 
always ‘soaked.’ Garrets and basements may 
be found where, with a few sticks of dirty furni- 
ture, one may live—and die. ' 

And it isnt like being short or even broke in 
America. There is something about Pars that 
gets them. In New York and Chicago folks only 
have to live—in Paris they have to “‘live’’—en- 


tertain, join in the bohemian whirl, or realize 
that they are unable to “hold up their end.” : 


That is why, when utter hopelessness comes, 
when they see no spark of light on their narrow- 
ing horizon, they slink off to a bridge across the 
Seine—and leave a racked body and nothing 


more to be pickéd_up a day or two later by some. 
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unsurprised boatman. Or, it may- be poison, or 
a crashing leap from some carefully selected 
height; rarely is it a pistol; pistols are expensive. 

The list of suicides is a long and increasing 
one. Scarcely does a week go by that someone 
is not missing from one or another of the little 
huddled groups of American students in Paris. 
Those who remain know what that means and 
try to shrug it off—with a shuddering glance 
over the shoulder at stalking Fate. 

Realizing what lies before them if they keen 
after the will-o’-the-wisp which lured them to 
Paris, seeing a companion one day and never 
again, numbers of these disillusioned youths are 
returning home, admitting defeat, and fearful of 
themselves should they remain. 

It was only a little while ago that one of the 
most promising members of the student colony 
declared that “‘death is the only way”——and took 
it. She was Julia Waring Park, 20-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph F. Park, of Rye, 
N. Y. The family estate is now the Westchester- 
Biltmore Country Club. 


ISS PARK, blonde, beautiful, was following 
courses in French literature and civilization 
at the famous Sorbonne, and was also studying 
music. With a girl cousin, Julie, she lived on the 
fifth floor of a boarding house in the Rue d’Ques- 
sant, at the edge of the Latin Quarter, the noted 
student region on the left bank of the Seine. 
Apparently she had everything for which to: 
live and she was engaged to be married to an 
American who was studying at Cambridge, in 
England, William Mellish, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
He had spent a holiday in Paris with her and her 
cousin. The latter went on a trip to Switzerland, 
not knowing that when she bade Miss Park good- 
bye it was for the last time. Only a few days 
later Miss Park leaped from her bedroom 
window, clad in her pajamas, and was found in 
the courtvard by workmen who had heard the 
crash of her body. She died in a hospital. 
There was nothing which explained directly 
her’reason for taking her life, but she left three 
letters which disclosed her wretchedness of mind. 
One letter was addressed to Julie, another to her 
fiance and the third to an unidentified person. 
In a letter addressed to “Darling,” she wrote: 
“The truth of the matter is that at this point in 
life I’m just as low as a human can be. If I only 


.had some insight and realized that I was going nuts. 


This is like a bad dream and death ts the only wa) 
out I know.” 

The letter which bore no address, ran: | 

“Remember all our talks. Well, pal, I'm trying 
it. Remember I always will try anything once. It’s 
too awful at this minute. Life has got the best of It. 

“I guess this will be a lesson to girls simply out 
for a good time in life. I was intelligent, but I was 
wrong. 

“Maybe I'll find peace in the next world. In 
spite of the way I feel now, I feel there is a God 
and I realize that this.world is marvelous.” 

The letter to ‘“‘Dear Julie,” was the shortest 
of the three: 7 sc 

“At least I am going to try to admit my Sins 
to you. Please try to be fairly broad. I want to tell 
you that you have played a wonderful part. I could 
see how disgusted you were.” ae 

The police version of Miss Park’s suicide was 
that it was due to “chronic neurasthenia.” But 
it would seem to be something other than that, 
perhaps that strange influence Paris exerts upon, 
some natures. 
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Streets, the River, 


was there drama, 

but there was stage set- 

ting as the finale to two young 

American students in Paris. 

They were man and wife and, 

in the beginning they were as 
happy together astwo larks. Their affection was 
a matter of comment and even jest among their 
friends in the Quarter, where constancy of affec- 
tion is not proverbial. He was an artist, she 
wrote occasional articles which were well paid 
for by an American magazine. His drawings 
sold, too. Altogether an ideal sort of life for 
each of them. 

During their life in Paris they had never gone 
to any of.the exciting night resorts, but later, as 
dining in the more formal places palled, the two 
used to “make a night of it’ where noise and 
laughter and drinking and dancing were the at- 
tractions. Perhaps they drank a little more than 
before, but every now and then they would lean 
together and kiss, because that was as much a 
custom of the place as the dancing. 

It was not long before the utter futility of the 
life they were leading became apparent to them.

and Cdprasco was once more in his native country, each of 
them a free man.

In our gardens we seldom wish 
to spend several months of the 


will hold -such a_ tremendous 
amount of water being the most 
absorbent of all humus forming 
materials. At this season of the 
year it may be scattered over the 
top of the lawn and raked in 
lightly. 

A wonderful source of humus is 
usually thrown away by many 
gardeners, the leaves, garden re- 
fuse and plants about to be dis-

and rotting this 
humus-making material, and so 
we turn our eves towards other 
sources, The most common source 
is peat moss. Peat moss is vege- 
table matter that centuries ago 
was covered with soil. The pres- 
sure of this soil was sufficient to 
arrest mplete rotting and dis- 
integration. but was not sufficient 
to turn this vegetable matter into 
coal. Most of the peat moss now 
used comes from Germany and 
Holland after having been dried 
and pressed into bales. This mate- 
rial showld be worked into the 
soil in much the same manner as 
fertilizers and manures are han- 
died. Peat moss is particularly 
well suited for lawn use. This is 
true for the reason that peat moss 


vear growing 


carded. These materials may be 
rotted along with stable manure, 
acid phosphate or certain chemi- 
cals which rapidly assist this rot- 
ting. If these leaves and garden 
refuse are rotted in conjunction 
with stable manure. the pile 
Should be turned several times 
during the vear. 

The various so-called natura! 
fertilizers and manure® are ex- 
cellent for the usual garden pur- 
poses. In this class we are refer- 
ring to stable manure, sheep ma- 
nure, bone meal. cotton seed meal. 
cotton seed hulls end other simila: 
fertilizers. These natural fertilizers 
will add humus to the soil and at 
the same time will fill the soil 
with plenty of plant food. In the 
case of stable manure and sheep 


manure, there is little danger ex- 
cept to be certain that the stable 
manure is thoroughly rotted at 
the time of its use. If the manure 
is green there is great danger 
that it will burn the small, tender 
roots of the plants and often the 
heat from green manure will rot 
seeds or roots that are in the soil. 
The ccmmercial sheep manure 
that has been’ processed with 
steam to kill disease spores and 
weed seeds is verv fine. either for 
the garden or the lawn. There is 
no danger of burning in the case 
of sheep manure, and it contains 
a fair amount of plant food. 


Recently, we read some experi- 


ments carried on bv one of. the 
west°rn states, and these experi- 
ments showed or tended to show 
that the continued use of com- 
mercial fertilizers without im- 
provement of the soil through the 
addition of humus in some form. 
tended to almost completely coun- 
teract the good that commercial 
fertilizers did. This same thing 
may be seen on a number of Geor- 
gia cotton farms. Lands that have 
been used for the planting of only 
cotton vear after vear without anv 
fertilizers or manures other than 
commercial mixed ones, become so 
worn out that no half-way decent 
crop may be grown on the land. A 
few vears ago we had an oppor- 
tunity to see just such a farm 
and watch the change that came 
over it by the use of stable ma- 
nure and the following each year 
with cover crops of various kinds. 
At the present time that farm will 
produce as much cotton as anv 
farm in the state. 

This. of course. does not mean 
that the commercial fertilizers 
need not be used at the present 
time. Tt does mean, on the other 
hand, that the commercia! fertili- 
zers used on that lan? are now 
really used. In other words, with 
the ground -in the proper me- 
chanical and chemical condition 
through the addition of humus 
both from animal and vegetable 
matter. it is possible for the 
plants to take the plant food 
placed there by the use of the 
commercial mixed fertilizers. 


Some plants are very particula! 
about the kind of fertilizer that 
they will eat. In addition to that 
fact, they will not thrive if they 
are compelled to eat some other 
kind of food. The rhododendrons 
and azaleas are good examples 0: 
this tvpe of plant. In addition to 
prefering an acid soil, they insist 
on having cotton seed meal for 
their main diet. Roses thrive on a 
diet of bone meal, although at thi: 
time of the vear and particularly 
in the early fall. they need a com- 
plete plant food with an analysis 
of about 12-4-4. Lawns, -and here 
is an excellent place to stir up a 
good big argument, prefer a com- 
plete plant food diet supplemented 
with animal or vegetable fertili- 
zers in order to be continuall' 
adding humus to the soil. 

Dahlias. for best results, need : 
peculiar combination of fertilizers 
Commonly recommenced for them 
is the mixture of 25 pounds of 
sheep manure, 10 pounds of bone 
meal and 4 pounds of murate of 
potash. The murate of potash may 
be omitted early in the season, 
but at this time of the year it Is 
of prime importance. Some good 
dahlia growers increase the pro- 
portion of murate of potash at 
this time of the year. The reason 
for this is that murate of potash 
promotes root growth, also pro- 
motes a woody root growth. This 
promotion of woody root growth 
gives the dahlia roots a hardy 
quality that carries them over the 
winter in the best of shape. 

We have just finished reading 
the above over and there is one 
thought that we would like to 
leave you with. The above discus- 
sion of fertilizer sounds more or 
less technical, rather difficult, 
fairly discouraging, and very com- 
plicated. Such is not the case 
actually in the garden. If the 
plants are not nice and green, 
with ,lenty of new leaves on 
them, they probably need some 
food. If that is the case, let them 
have something to eat at once. 
Do not become so discouraged at 
trving to reconcile the various 
kinds of fertilizer that you will 
have recommended to you that 


vou do not give the poor plant 
anvthing to eat. Give it something 
to eat. 

Plants are like little boys in a 
great many ways, if thev can't 
have ice cream for desert they will 
be more than glad to have a piece 
of apple pie. If vour next door 
neighbor recommends sheep ma- 
nure, and Aunt anny recom- 
mends stable manure. the seed 
store recommends 12-4-4, the 
nursery recommends bone meal 
and you don't know what under 
the sun to do, put some of all of 
them on the plant or give it a lot 
of any one of them. The point we 
are trving to close with is this: 
It is more important to fertilize 
than it is to decide what to fer- 
tilize with. 

With the soil in the proper me- 
chanical and chemical condition 
tive the plants something to eat.

HEN the history of 
American crime is wrlit- 


ten. let the chronicler not 
forget the Bigham family of Flor- 
ence county, South Carolina. The 
Bighams rate at least a chapter. 

Until a ghastly day in Janu- 
ary, 1921, the family lived on a 
1000-acre plantation near Pam- 
plico. The estate was founded sev- 
eral generations ago by Leonard 
Smiley Bigham. the first of the 
family of which there is anv 
known record. He and his wife 
Sue, gave to the world L. Smiley 
Bigham II. parent of the leading 
characters of this macabre narra- 
tive. 

Unquestionably there was some- 
thing exceedingly strange in the 
Bigham blood, something venom- 
ous, else how explain the follow- 
ing grisly record 

We'll start with Smilev the first. 
who founded the family fortunes 
He was alleged to have acquired 
a considerable portion of his 
estate throuzh fraudulent suits 
against his neighbors, was acquit- 
ted of killing William Jackson. a 
colored plantation’ worker. and 
died of poisoning by cyanide of 
potassium said to have been drop- 
ped into a glass of milk he drank 
every night before retiring. Au- 
thor unknown. 

The children surviving were L. 
Smilev II, and Mary Bigham. 
Smiley married Dora Smith. and 
they were the parents of L. Smiley 
Bigham III. Grover Cleveland 
Bicham. Marjorie Bigham. Letha 
Bigham and Edmund Bigham. 
Mary Bigham married Fred San- 
derson. They had no children. 

Smiley II killed Lassus Smith, 
colored, and the coroner's jury 
ruled it justifiable homicide. 
Smiley was alleged to have cheat- 
ed his sister Mary out of her share 
of the $100,000 estate by means of 
a forged will. He died from pois- 
oning and his wife was suspected 
but the community was so delight- 
ed by the tragedy that no prose- 
cution ensued. 

Smiley had objected strenuous- 
ly to his sister’s marriage to 
Sanderson, a stranger in that 
region. So violent was his hostility, 
indeed, that he moved out of the 
old homestead and built himself 
a new place. When he triumphed 
in the will fight after their moth: 
er's death he drove the Sander- 
sons out of the house with a rifle. 
Sanderson soon died. Mary worked 
in a cotton mill until she became 
ill. and thereafter begged in the 
streets of Marion, 8. C., until her 
death.

We come to the third genera- 
tion- 

Leonard Smilev Bigham III. a 
civil engineer, was accused of kill- 
ing Sam Johnson, a colored boy, 
by flogging him and then driving 
a nail into his ear and up into 
his brain. Bigham and two others 
were acquitted. He was known as 
“the Queer Bigham.’ Among his 
little eccentricities was his re- 
fusal to go through a door aiter 
10 oclock at night. Always used 
windows. 

Grover Cleveiand Bigham, a 
medical doctor, married Mery 
Crisp and moved to Murrells In- 
let. Just before Smiley's trie! for 
the murder of Sam Johnson. her 
body was found, clad in a bathing 
suit, on the beach. There was a 
bullet hole in her breast. The story 
was that she had refused to tesil- 
fy in the forthcoming trial. Grover 
and a friend, William Avant, were 
accused and tried. Avant con- 
fessed and they were convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced to 
serve three vears. 

Both. however, jumped bond 
Avant later was captured and 
served his term. Bigham was 
never found. 

Next—Edmund Bigham. 

When he was a boy a teacher 
living at the house with the Big- 
hams punished him for being un- 
rulv. That night he crept out to 
the barn and stabbed the teacher's 
horse to death with a pitchfork. 
Later he was presented with a 
rifle, and his first victim with this 
weapon was his sister Marjoric's 
canary 
HIS SHARE LOST 
IN GAMBLING. 

Edmund got his share of the 
estate early, moved to Greenville, 
married Mav James, and then set- 
tled in south Georgia. where he 
lost all his monev gambling. His 
last $800 went to a gambler named 
Doc Pilsen, who was found mur- 
dered and robbed the next day. 
Bigham, questioned, blamed John 
Ransom, another of the plavers. 
Ransom got life imprisonment on 
Bigham’s testimony. 

Next Edmund moved back to 
Greenville, where he worked for a 
time in a garage. When he went 
broke again he took out a health 
and accident policy, paid one pre- 
mium, and then lost his left hand 
under a freight train. He sued the 
insurance company for $5,000, but 
lost. Finally, he returned to the 
old homestead in the fall of 1921, 
four months before the Bighams 
reaped their whirlwind. 

Edmund Bigham had two daugh- 
ters: Louise. 14, and Evelyn. 1 

Marjorie Bigham married R. A. 
Black. of Greenville, who at the 
time of the main events of this 
story was a special deputy sheriff 
and lived in the jail. The couple 
were estranged. Mrs Black, a 
teacher. had two adopted sons, Leo 
and John McCracken, whose 
mother had died in the flu epi- 
demic 

Letha Bigham married Bogan 
Cain. of Florence and died of the 
flu

Edmund came out then, took 
some workmen into his car, and 
started for Pamplico. The car 
passed the women and boys. Ed- 
mund did not speak to them or in- 
vite them into the machine. 


MARJIORIE BLACK 
MAKES HER WILL. 

The two women and boys went 
to the home of Mrs. Ola Kirton, 
thetr nearest neighbor, and bor- 
rowed her automobile. They drove 
into Pamplico, where they met 
Smiley Bicham. He returned with 
them to the Kirton home, then 
they all drove to Florence, where 
Mrs. Black made her will in the 
office of Philip Arrowsmith, an 
attorney. 

Marjorie Bigham Black was at 
this time the possessor of a one- 
sixth interest in the Bigham es- 
state. She had previously obtained 
three blank deeds upon which she 
intended to will her share of the 
property. These deeds had been 
stolen and the quarrel between 
Edmund and his sister haa occur- 
red after Mrs. Edmund Bigham 
found Mrs. Black in Edmund's 
room looking for the blank deeds. 

The will read in part— 

“T hereby declare that I signed 
three blank deeds which were 
stolen from my possession and if 
they are presented, or any of 
them, by any person. claiming any 
rights thereunder, that the same 
are nuil and void. This wiil -is 
made in the apprehension of dan- 
eer because of the larceny of said 
blank deeds.” 

She made her brother Smiley 
her sole heir and executor with- 
out bond, and requested that he 
care for her adopted boys until 
they were of age. 

That night she staved at Mrs 
Kirton’s home but returned to the 
Bigham place the next day when 


one of the children came for her. 


During the next week she con- 
tinned her teaching, but remained 
away from home several nights. 

On *the morning of Saturday, 


“January 15, Edmund went to the 


woods early. When Smiley started 
for the place where the wood- 
cutting was in progress. his moth- 
er sent Andrew Singletary along 
to protect him. The brothers sat 
on a log and talked for a while. 

as Edmund started paying 

the men Smiley got up to 
return home. Edmund asked him 
to wait 

Singletary left the woods at 
noon. ‘He later stated that on 
the way from the house, Smiley 
Showed him some deeds and $18 
which he had stranned to his arm 
with a rubber band.) | 

The last workman paid, the two 
brothers walked off and disap- 
appeared from view in the woods.

Andrew Singletary ate lunch 
With his wife and son, and then 
prepared to attend a funeral at 
Pamplico. Before that they 
planned to take some corn to a 
mill bevond the Bigham home. 
Thev halted at the Bigham house 
to discuss some hog killing Single- 
tary had done that morning for 
Mrs. Dora Bigham.

Then they drove on, and had 
traveled several hundred yards 
when they saw Edmund Bigham 
coming out of the woods alone. 

Mrs. Dora Bigham called to the 
Singletarys to stop. She sent one 
of the McCracken boys with a 
vest lor Andrew to wear. He put it 
on. The bov joined Edmund Big- 
ham and the two started for the 
house 

That was about 2 p. m. 

Singletary drove to the mill. 
which was in the opposite direc- 
(ion from Pamplico, and present- 
lv passed the Bigham house again. 
He saw Louise Bigham and her 
father—that is, Edmund—in the 
vard, coming from an automobile. 
Edmund had a kettle in his hand. 
That was about 2:30 o'clock. 

The Singletarys drove on to 
Pamplico. 

The next person on the scene 
was A. H. Bostick, a mail carrier. 
He approached-the house at be- 
tween 3:30 and 3:45. He met 
Louise Bigham running up the 
road toward the Kirton home. He 
went on. and as he neared the 
Bigham home Edmund Bigham 
ran out, tears streaming down his 
face, and asked him to help him 
do something. 

Edmund said he had just re- 
turned from a visit at the home 
of Robert Foxworth, about a half 
mile away, and when he reached 
home his mother came running 
out of the house all bloody and 
screaming, “Smiley has shot us 
all!” 

He had tried to help her to the 
back door, he said, but she had 
fallen in the yard. (She weighed 
about 210 pounds). : 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Edmund Big- 
ham and her other daughter were 
sitting on the front porch. Ed- 
mund’s car was in front of the 
house, 

There was blood on the front 
port h and on the path around the 
nouse. Mrs. Dora Bigham lav in 
the back vard in the sand between 
the house and the well: She had 
been shot in the head and neck.

Solution of Last Week’s 


Sunday morning when searchers 
found his body in a ditch three- 
quarters of a mile from the house. 
He had been shot in the right 
temple and his brother's pearl- 
handled .38 calibre revolver lay in 
his. right hand, which was flung 
out to.pne side. 

The searchers noticed two pools 
of blood. several feet apart. Blood 
was on the trees thereabouts and 
on top of a small pine which had 
been broken off and thrown into 
the ditch. There was a powder 
smudge around the bullet wound 
but no burn. 

“Well,” said the coroner, “looks 
like a case of suicide to me.” 
Others agreed, though not all. 


* « * 


The funeral for the Bigham 
dead was held on Monday. Mean- 
while. certain of the residents, 
including George H. Steele, one 
of the first on the scene after the 
murders, and Attorney Arrow- 
smith, whe knew quite a lot about 
the Bighams and their involved 
family affairs, had voiced their 
suspicions against Edmund Big- 
ham. The evidence began to pile 
up, and on the following Thurs- 
day Bigham was arrested on a 
warrant sworn out by John Mc- 
Cracken, father of the two slain 
bovs. 

An affidavit by Arrowsmith told 
of Marjorie Bigham Black's visit 
to his office a week before the 
wholesale slaughter. 


Bigham, vigorously protesting 
his innocence, was quickly indicted 
and went on trial March 24, before 
Judge R. W. Memminger for the 
murder of his brother, Smilev. The 
prosecutor was L. M. Gasque, as- 
Sisted by Arrowsmith, and the de- 
fense attorney was A. L. King. 


The state called its witnesses 
and piled up the evidence we have 
related. Gasque held that Bigham 
killed his brother Saturday after- 
noon as they walked through the 
woods, and that he killed the oth- 
ers on his return from the Fox- 
worths, leaving the motor of his 
noisy car racing to drown out the 
sound of the shots. It was sug- 
gested, too, that the gun might 
have been equipped with a si- 
lencer, 


Gasque disputed Edmund's 
Statement that his mother stag- 
gered out of the house and spoke 
to him. A medical expert testified 
that Dora Bigham could not have 
moved or spoken after she was 
shot,

EDMUND BIGHAM’S STORY 
OF THE DAY’S MURDERS. 

Bigham testified that after the 
mid-day meal he announced that 
he was going to Pamplico and 
asked his mother and sister if they 
would like to go along. They said 
not, but Mrs. Edmund Bigham 
asked if she and the children 
might accompany him. 

When they left the house. he 
continued, Mrs, Black was sjtting 
at the sewing machine in the din- 
ing room, her mother was sitting 
by the fire, the McCracken boys 
were cracking black walnuts on 
the back doorsteps, and Smiley 
was busy at some beehives in the 
side yard. 

They drove to the Foxworth 
home. One of the Foxworth chil- 
dren was sent in to summon her 
father. A lengthy conversation en- 
sued between Bigham and Fox- 
worth and arrangements were 
made for hauling some wood. 

Then they returned. As they 
approached the house, said the 
defendant, they saw Smiley dis- 
appear into the woods with a 
pearl-handled revolver in his 
hand. And at the same time Dora 
Bigham staggered down the front 
walk, crying that Smiley had 
killed. or shot. them all. 

Edmund testified that in August 
he had been called home from 
Georgia because of Smiley's 
threats to kill the family. He had 
patched up the family differences 
and returned to Georgia. He said 
Smiley at this time was worried 
because he had been charged not 
only with a shortage in the post 
office at Orum, where he was 
postmaster, but also with the theft 
of records of deeds in the office 
of the register in Florence, where 
he had been seen tearing leaves 
out of. a book in which the Big- 
ham deeds were recorded. 


He denied he had received and 
spent his portion of the estate. 

e said Smiley got $42,000 addi- 
tional and that he (Edmund) was 
given a deed November 10, 1920, 
signed by his. mother, Marjorie 
and Smiley. (Mrs. Edmund Big- 
ham tried to file this deed in 
Florence while her husband was 
in jail but the register refused be- 
cause of altered dates and other 
changes.) 

One defense witness testified 
that Smiley had threatened to 
wipe out the whole family because 
they objected to him selling a 
sawmill on the place. Another 
quoted Smiley as saying, “I have a 
great notion sometimes of killing 
out the whole generation and 
myself and going to hell and be

done with it.’ Another said he 
saw a doctor wipe blood from his 
hands onto the tree near Smiley's 
body.

Incidentally, Mrs. Edmund Bice- 
ham had brought the prisoner 
some chloroform while he was in 
jail. It was explained during. the 
trial that this was an old family 
remedy used by restless members 
of the family ‘sometimes they 
would grow a little restless, you 
know) to induce sleep. 

The case went to the jury at 
1:20 p. m.. Monday the 28th, and 
at 3:30 a verdict of guilty. was re- 
turned.

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Camden, culminated in the grant- 
ing of a new trial. This began 
September 25, 1924, at Conway, in 
Horry county, before Judge Hayne 
F. Rice. A high point in the pro- 
ceedings came when Steele, one 
of the chief witnesses for the 
state, fell dead as he concluded 
his testimony on the _ witness 
stand. People said the Bigham 
curse had started to take effect.

ESCAPES CHAIR

Attorney Smith appealed once 
more, and again a new trial was 
granted. Meanwhile Bigham had 
spent 18 months in the death 
house and heard 18 persons die in 
the electric chair. After each 
burning he was violently ill for 
days.

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to the mercy of the court. It was 
understood that this consent ver- 
dict would not imply in any way 
a confession of guilty. The state 
also agreed to nolle prosse all 
pending charges. 

So Edmund Bigham, now 61, is 
serving life imprisonment in the 
state prison and as there are more 
inmates than jobs in the institu- 
tion, he is forced to spend most 
of his time reading. He is still 
confident that before long he will 
be free. 

Meanwhile, what of tnat curse 
he uttered the day he was first 
sentenced? 

Well, George Steele is dead, 
m2ny other state witnesses, too, 
have died: Chief Justice Eugene 
B: Gary and Associate Justice 
Thomas B. Frazier, both of whom 
filed hostile opinions against Big- 
ham, have passed on; Judge Meme 
minger, whom Bigham accused of 
railroading him, is no more, and 
Attorney Arrowsmith was killed in 
an automobile accident.
